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Hope, Faith and Fighting 
Climate Change 


Tuesday, March 5, 7-9 pm 
An evening with noted journalist and author, Mark Hertsgaard 


limate change is often seen as 
a political or economic issue, 
but for many of us this is also 
the primary moral and spiritu- 
al issue of our time. Please join 
us for an evening with Mark Hertsgaard, 
whose book Hot: Living Through the Next 
Fifty Years on Earth is both a heartfelt call 
for all of us to make a difference and a 
guidebook for how we can do so. 

Mark has covered politics, culture, and 
the environment for many years in his six 
books and publications including the New 
Yorker, Vanity Fair, Newsweek, and the 
Nation, where he is the environment corre- sues 
spondent. He has co-founded a group called Climate Parents. You can watch a 
short video at http://markhertsgaard.com/ 

The enormity of the climate problem inspires our faith communities to band 
together, and this free event is sponsored by Congregation Sha’ar Zahav and the 
First Mennonite Church of San Francisco. Please feel free to invite others in the 
Bay Area faith communities to this important evening. 

For twenty years, Mark Hertsgaard has written about global warming for outlets 
including the New Yorker, Vanity Fair, Time, NPR, the BBC and The Nation. But 
the full truth did not hit home until he became a father and, soon thereafter, 
learned that climate change had already arrived a century earlier than forecast with 
impacts bound to worsen for decades to come. Hertsgaard’s daughter Chiara, now 
seven years old, is part of what he has dubbed “Generation Hot”-the two billion 
young people worldwide who will spend the rest of their lives coping with mount- 
ing climate disruption. 

HOT, Hertsgaard’s latest book, is both a father’s cry against climate change and 
a deeply reported blueprint for how all of us as parents, communities, companies 
and countries can navigate this unavoidable new era. Writing in the New York 
Times Book Review, Wen Stephensen called HOT a “significant contribution” that 
“raises the emotional stakes while keeping a clear head... [Hertsgaard] presents a 
strong case that there is still time to make an enormous difference.” 

Mark Hertsgaard, called “one of America’s finest reporters” by Barbara Ehrenre- 
ich, is the author of five previous books that have been translated into sixteen lan- 
guages, including On Bended Knee: The Press and the Reagan Presidency 
and Earth Odyssey: Around the World In Search of Our Environmental Future. He 
is a Fellow of the New America Foundation, the environment correspondent for The 
Nation, and a co-founder of the group, Climate Parents. A single father, he lives in 
San Francisco with his daughter, Chiara, who never fails to make him smile. 
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KARPAS IS AN ancient way to 


nurture clear-eyed optimism of the sort we 
all need today. Long before Federal Reserve 
Chairman Ben Bernanke spoke of “green 
shoots,” as a way of describing early signs of 
: economic recovery during an economic 
deanna, the practice of eating a green vegetable at the 
Seder helped us to identify signs of renewal, while remaining 
fully aware of the damages not yet repaired and the long list

of challenges ahead. By dipping the greens in a reminder of 
= our tears, we acknowledge that we are far from liberated. 
| Whether we use parsley or potatoes, that bit of vegetable 
r==| _ dipped in saltwater and eaten at the beginning of the Seder 


celebrates the green shoots of our freedom—even thought 
the story of liberation is barely begun. 

We always have a choice about how to see the events of our 
lives and our world—no matter how we feel about them. We 
can “season” our understanding of these events, much as we 
season the Karpas with saltwater, and the bitter herbs with 
the sweet Haroset mixture of apples and nuts. In each case 
we seek balance, neither becoming bitter about the past nor 
naive about the future. In each case we use the past and the 
present to nurture the values which build a better future. 

Here’s one spiritual suggestion for you to bring to your 
Seder: 

As you pass the Karpas around the table, ask yourself and 
those around you where they see evidence of renewal, be it in 
their own lives, in their families, in the Jewish people; in our 
kehilla kedusha, our sacred community of Sha’ar Zahav, and 
in our nation. Remember, these may only be the tiniest 
shoots, but they count. 

As you dip the vegetables in the saltwater, consider the 
challenges that remain and the people not yet able to partici- 
pate in the renewal symbolized by the greens we are consum- 
ing. 

As you eat, reflect on the things you can do to nurture the 
already present shoots of renewal—personal, communal and 
national. Reflect also on what you can do for those who don’t 
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yet experience even those shoots. Help them to realize that 
we have the freedom and power to make positive changes at 
any moment in time. 

This simple practice can unlock the doors of bitterness 
without naiveté. 

Try it and let me know. It’s an opportunity to cultivate 
hope, liberate yourself, and help to do the same for others.

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IT WILL BE March when you read 


this column, but it’s January when I’m 
writing it. It’s January 21st to be exact. Mar- 
2 Se » tin Luther King, Jr. Holiday. Inauguration 
ee 7 © Day. Although I was watching it live, I also 
set my DVR to record the inaugural parade 
and the ceremony of inaugurating the 44th President of the 
United States for his second term of office. Ifa moment of 
the ceremony captured my attention, I wanted to be able to 
view it again. 

And I did. There wasn’t one particular moment that 
prompted me to watch the inauguration again; it was every- 
thing about the day. At first I couldn’t identify why I wanted to 
see ita second time, but then I realized the inaugural was so 
compelling because of all the differences it represented. 

The 2013 inauguration recorded on my DVR was amaz- 
ingly different from other presidential inaugurations 
recorded in my memory banks. I hadn't yet developed an 
interest in politics when Harry Truman took the oath in 1949, 
and was probably too fidgety to sit through either of Eisen- 
hower’s inaugurals. But I vividly remember John Kennedy’s 
inauguration in 1961. The inaugural grandstand was an end- 
@: of white men’s faces. I remember the inaugural poet, 
Mert Frost, whose very name conjures up shades of white. 

Spin forward to 2013. The inaugural poet is ironically 
named Blanco, but he’s not a white man from Robert Frost’s 
New England. He’s a gay Cuban-American. The jubilant 
crowd on the Washington Mall is representative of the shades 
of America we know today. Seated in places of honor on the 
grandstand are three women Supreme Court Justices. The 
Cabinet includes women, Latinos, and African Americans. 
For the first time in history, a president’s inaugural address 
called out for marriage equality. Diversity is no longer a con- 
cept; it’s part of our country’s fabric. 

On live TV I heard Richard Blanco read his poem One 
Today. Then I heard it again on the DVR recording and 
rewound to hear it a third time. “All of us as vital as the one 
light we move through, the same light on blackboards with 
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lessons for the day: equations to solve, history to question, or 
atoms imagined, the ‘I have a dream’ we keep 
dreaming...Many prayers, but one light breathing color into 
stained glass windows...” i 
His imagery drew my mind to our Sanctuary. One light 
breathing color, so many unique colors, through our gor- 
geous stained glass windows. Congregation Sha’ar Zahav did 


not need help in finding a rainbow of colors. But our spec- > 

trum has become even wider as the face of Judaism has 

changed. = 
Under the inspired leadership of Rabbi Alexander - 


Schindler, z”], the Reform movement advocated for gay rights 
and opened the doors of its rabbinic college to gay rabbis. In 
1978 Rabbi Schindler called on the Reform movement to 
encourage conversion to Judaism. 

What differences those two initiatives have had! Reform 
Judaism has been immeasurably blessed by accepting gay 
clergy. In addition to training our own Rabbi Angel, Hebrew 
Union College has ordained quite a number of our members 
who have changed career paths to become rabbis. Rabbi 
Schindler’s welcoming outreach for those seeking Judaism 
made it possible for Alex Ingersoll and me to have served as 
synagogue presidents. Sha’ar Zahav’s conversion program 
has brought many others into the tent of Abraham. Between 
December and February, we will have welcomed four people 
into the Covenant. Four in three months! 

Think about how unique that statistic makes our congre- 
gation. Do other Bay Area synagogues that are two or even 
five times our size welcome in the stranger as we do? I 
believe we owe a huge debt of gratitude to Paul Cohen, Rose 
Katz, Ora Prochovnick and Andrew Ramer who spearhead 
our conversion program. Their work obviously enhances 
the participants’ spirituality, but it also augments and 
enhances our congregation. The strangers we welcome in 
change our face. 

Just as the image of presidential inaugurals has changed 
over the past few decades, so too has the face of Congregation

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IN THE beginning of 


2013, I shut down all my 
social media. I have never 
been a huge social media 
fan, and I was not an exces- 
sive user but none the less, 
to the extent that I did use it, 
it left me feeling ill at ease. I began miss- 
ing two profound qualities that seemed 
to have vanished from my life and most 
of the people that I knew, the elements of 
mystery and privacy. None the less, itis a 
little scary out here in the ether. It raises 
the question, if a major life event hap- 
pens and you are not on social media, 
does it really happen? Without instant 
mirroring, do we really exist? 

So much of what informs my spiritual 
life, is this idea that there is a division 
between the sacred and the profane. 
When it came to social media, what 
seemed like a fairly banal trend which 
might be considered profane, had 
become the medium by which we did 
most of our communicating and connect- 
ing. It has taken on, ifnota sacred com- 
ponent in most people’s lives, certainly a 
profound one. However, it really began to 
feel to me that in the constant overexpo- 
sure of our lives a real intimacy a, deep 
intimacy was being compromised. 

This isn’t to discount the ways in which 
social media can keep you connected. It is 
true that for many people who would oth- 
erwise be isolated, social media is their 
channel to the world. It has also been a 
force in social movements and significant 
political movements. But, I think if we are 
honest with ourselves a lot of social media 
is just a time killer and although there are 
really moments when it can shower love 
on a person, it can also become a habit 
that disconnects us as much as we are 
logged in trying to connect. 

I think about this issue a lot, this vir- 
tual culture that we live in that has gone 
from being a fad, to the norm, to pretty 
mucha compulsion. I think about it 
because, this is the world my students 
will ALWAYS KNOW. I think about 
this, because an unwritten but huge 


component of my job is to try and enrich 
the spiritual life of youth. I think, like so 
many questions in post-modern 
Judaism, itis a both/and. So it raises the 
question for me, How can I help my stu- 
dent’s find a deeper spiritual life in 
between screen time? How can I help 
my students connect with G-d? 

This is a very complex question, 
because the notion of G-d alone has got- 
ten so complicated to translate. In our 
desire as educators to resist being pedan- 
tic about G-d, G-d has become a bit of a 
free for all. G-d is a G-d concept or to 
quote one my amazing students ( who 
shall remain nameless but has been 
known to wear a glasses/ moustache 
combo) G-d has no gender and may bea 
cloud like formation in the sky. Like so 
much of our youth. G-d was simpler back 
in the day ( when we would walk thirty 
miles in the snow to watch the Partridge 
family).. When I was 11, G-d was very 
clear cut because of two important influ- 
ences on my life, my older sister (who had 
become orthodox) and Judy Blume. Based 
on what I had learned by these two teach- 
ers, G-d was the force that would compel 
me to lead a life rich in mitzvot and G-d 
was going to be my sounding board to 
help me get me through puberty. G-d. I 
wish it was that simple.....now. 

Are you there G-d, it’s me Rebecca? 
How do | help my students deepen 
their spiritual lives and find their own 
relationships to G-d when it is not 
accessible on a twitter feed? 

I want to be clear, that it certainly is 
not a requirement of Beit Sefer to have a 
belief in G-d, but I would like my stu- 
dents to have a medium for their spiritu- 
ality. 1 want them to be connected to 
their own inner voice, to their commu- 
nity and yes to G-d, ( if that is their truth). 

Clearly this trend or social phenome- 
non that compels us to say, look at every 
element of my life, in pictures, status 
updates and tweets comes from a deep 
desire to be seen, to be noticed to feel like 
we are not alone in this great thing we call 
life. For myself, however that is where G-d 
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can come in. What works for me about the 
relationship I have created with G-d, is I 
can’t photo shop my image. I can’t cultivate 
a picture perfect, polished word smithed 
version of Rebecca. It is just me, bad hair 
days and all standing up once again on 
Yom Kippur, beating my chest and saying, 
“Okay this year, I promise I will get that 
whole Lashon Hora thing right”. 

If we are increasingly moving into a 
world where our youth will be con- 
stantly manipulating their image, think 
showing up for a friend is hitting a like 
button, how will they ever have the 
experience of standing naked with their 
soul, with themselves and with G-d? 

We will have to teach them. We will 
have to teach our youth, that there is a 
time to have actual connection and I am 
going to go so far as to say that actual 
connection has greater value then virtual 
connection. And although a thousand 
likes on an update are amazing, they will 
never take the place of a hug or mean 
you shouldn't show up with chicken 
soup. We will have to teach them that 
they are entitled to their privacy and 
there are truly times when they get to 
stand stripped of all pretense, and they 
are not alone ( even if no one is watch- 
ing). We have to teach them that there 
are things that they get to keep deep 
down in their nefesh, (soul) and that 
they don’t have to share them with any- 
one, and sometimes it is better or richer 
if you don’t. We will have to teach them 
to wait. Waiting is a very Jewish 
game. We have to teach them all of these 
things face to face, perhaps on Shabbat 
when we have turned off all technology 
and then let the questions simmer for 
awhile. We have to teach them that some 
of the best answers are worth waiting for. 

We have to teach them that G-d is 
not as accessible as a key stroke and 
some of your deepest moments are 
going to be looking right in the eye of 
something. AND in order to have this 
presence, you have to look up, out and 
passed a screen. Rabbi Nahman of Brat- 
slav loved to daven
